FEEDING THE FARM HORSE. 


The borse should receive some 
water the first thing ip the morn- 
ing. After watering the borse is 
fed a small amount of bay and 
then ,iven grain after all the 
hay has been eaten. By this 
plan the feed which Is the most 
difficult to digest is left in the 
stomach and therefore receives 
proper digestion. The noon feed 
should be given after the borse 
is cooled and has been allowed 
to rest for fifteen minutes or 
half an hour. A small quantity 
of water may be given soon aft- 
er the horse is brought to the 
barn. Feed bay and when the 
animal is thoroughly cooled give 
all the water he desires. after 
which feed the grain. At night 
feed the same-as at noon, only 
g@ive more hay. In fact, feed as

aration for the Father's children. We 
hear many slurs cast upon “flat arabs.” 
Whereas, if the truth were told, the 
arab’s tent is as dear to him as the 
manorial estate—founded when Norman 
Willlam took possession. of Engiand—" 
can ever be to the descendant in 4 
straight line of a Norman baron. An- 
cestral acres are all very well when one 
can possess them and @well thereupon. 
1 could tell you. of the tenants of sub- 
urban cottages and city flats to whom 
“home” means as much of comfort and 
continual peace as to him who prides 
himself upon owning—as T heard one 


say—‘‘the land he stands upon, clear 
down to the center of the globe.” 
The sooner we enter into thé full 


meaning of these homely truths, the 
richer oir cohtentment with what we 
choose to forget are temporary abiding 
places. 

As soon as you are fairly settled in 
the place, be it cottage, three-story 
brick or four-story brownstone. front, 
or apartments or humbler “ffe**" ake 
up your mind that it is home, and get 
about making the blessed word a living 
reality.
